It is the vulyar presutaption that journalists of
cne party habitually dieparage the candidates of an-
otber, ard sook to cover them with personal oppro-
brivm, We believe the truth is juet the reverse of
thiv, ard that the better class of jouruak relue-

grutly suggest personal ohjections to the caadidates

calculated to achieve persoval popularity. Frosty
in mauner if not in heart, he will never attract
and s¢cure such ** troops of friends ' as the men
of impulsive, electric nature, like Jackson or Clay.
He is the embodiment of worldly prudeace and
vufaltering discietion. His Federalism, which
might seem chivalric and defiant, was just the
coutrary. Though Pennsylvanis and the Union
were Democratic, Lancaster County was Federal;
arnd it was to the vicinage and not the country that
be necessarily looked for his first stepa up the po-
litical lacder. He was elected to the State Legis-
lature as a Federalist by a Federal constituency;
and it was to that consutuency he appealed when,
at the date of his first sapirations to a seat in Con-
grees be made o carefully prepared Fourth-of-Jaly
Oration (1815), wherein he #poke of Mr. Madison's
rule as fullows:

“Time will Lot allow me to enumerate all the other
wild and wicked proj ets of this Administration. Suf-
fice it to say that, after they had deprived us of the
mesns of defener, by destioying our navy and dis
banding our nrmy; after they bad taken away from
us the power of recruiting themn, by ruining commerce,
the great source of our vstiosal sod individual wealt;
after they bad, by refusing the Bauk of tue United
Stater o continuance of its obarter, embarrassed the
finapgisl concerns of the Government, sud witbarawn
the only universal paper wedium of the country from
circulation ; after the prople hag becume unsceustomed
to, aud, of course, nnwilling to bear taxation, and with
out money fu the Tressury, they rash.y plunged usinto
a war with a nation more sble 1 do us injury than any
other in the world. What was the dreaoful necesaty
fur this desperate meseure ! Waa our country io-
vadec 7 No, Was it to protect our litle remaining
commerce from the irjuries it sustained by the orders
in courcil? No, Commerce was o such & favornte,
and the merchante wished for uo waron that account.’

In the ssme Oration, he spesks of Adopted
Citizens as the Hartford Convention had recently
spoken, and as his party was then accustomed to
speak of them—ox fullows:

“The greater part of those foreigners who wonld be
thus affected by it, have 10%1)0(%!!1-1 warmest friends
of the Dewoeritic party. They had becu one of the
great means of elevativg the Jruem ruling party, aud
it would buve been nngrateful for that party to have
abandoned them, To secure this foreign feeling lias
been the labor of their leaders for more than twenty

ears, and well have they been paid for their tronble, for
{tLws been one of the prinicipal cuuses of introducing and
contivuipg them fu power, Immediately before the
war, tiis foreign influence had compl tely embodied
iteelf with the majority, particularly at the West, aud
its voice was beard so foud st the seat of Goverument
that Presicdent Madison was obliged cither to yield to
ite dictates, or retice fiom office.  The choice was
carily made llf a man who preferred his private inter-
ests to the public good, and be therefore lhurried us
into war utterly unprepared.”

And agawn, returning to the subject:

‘' We ought to use every honest exertion to turn out
of power those weak and wicked men whose wild and
Vig,onary theorivs bave been teated and found want
ing. Above all, we oaght to drive from our shores
forvign influence, aud cherish American fesling.
Foreign influence has been in every age the curse of
Republics—ita jauneiced eye sees everybody in false
colors—the thic a!mu-!]-lu-w of jrejudice bi which it
is ever surrounded, excludiog from its sight the light of
renson. let us then learn wisdom from experience,
and forever banish this fiend from vur soviety. "

~—Thers bas lovg heen s story earrent that, in

his old Federal days, Mr. Buch once doeclared
that ** If he supposed he had a drop of Democratie
' hlood in his veins, he would open them and let
“igout.,” We donot think any one who knew Mr.
B. can bave ever credited this ta'e.  Though by
no means o great man, he was never 8o simple nor
86 impetuous a8 to use such an expression. There
is niot a man living more unlikely to make rash,
silly epeechea than be is,

Mr Buchsnan continued to act and rank himself
with the Federalists so long as their flag waved in
Penvsylvania.  As o Federalist, he was three
times elected to Congress—iwice after he had
beceme an active partisan of Gen, Jackson. He
was last choeen 88 a Federalist in 1526, beating a
Democrat, who was also for Jackson, In 1529
he was for the last time chosen to the House: but
now the old party lines had been efficed, and he
was chosen as a Jacksonian without regard to
former disiinetions

Mr. Buchaoan, in 1519, wvited in a call fur a

legislature to ehield it from Slavery; but they will
be compelled by the triumph of Mr. Buchanan's
pirty o recoguize and protectitin case a sivgle
sluvcholder sees (it to come among thiwn with his
buman chattels. 8o they must do until they shall
be s'lowed by Congress to form a State Coustitu-
tion and spply for admiseion o the Union; when
(eays this platfirm) they sball have the right to
come in with or without Slavery as they shall see
fit. This is just equal to seutencing a man to be
tl rown info u river and lie three or four days under
water—afrer whick, be may come out alive or stay
in dead as he vhatl prefer,

It did not need the mesn fling at the Free.State
wen of Kaneas embodied in the passage which ac.
cuses the Republicans of seeking 't prubroil the
« Rtates sud incite to treazon aud arwed resistanse
o Law in the Terriories,” to show that this
platform surrenders all that has ever beea eon-
tended for by the North, condewning alike the
Jefiereonisn Ordinenee of 1757 —the deniul by
Copgries of the proyer of Indisna's peticion in
152 to be alowed to hold elaves ‘or a lunlted

period—the resistance of the North in 1819-20 to
the sdmismsicn of Missouri as s Blave State—the
Musouri Restriction on Blavery north of 36° 30—
the exclusion in '46 of Blavery from all the terri-
tory claimed by Texas north of the same parallel—
the Wilmet Proviso—and the preseat struggle to
exclude Blavery from Kansas. If the placform is
1ight, our revolutionary fathers were very wrong,
and our country's history needs 1o be turned end for
end, and written over again.

Mr. Bucbsnan has been s Protectionist, an ad-
voeate of Frderal Internal Improvementa, a Siave-
1y Restrictionist, and an auti-Fillibuster—all of
which he would seem to have repadiated in his
wild bunt after the Presidency. There is that in
the Presidential banble which seems utterly to be-
wilder and ivfatuate those who once set their hearta
upon it, o that principle, conviction, consistency,
are utterly forgotten in the chase.

Mr. Buchanan is a good candidste for his party,
precisely because he is not directly implicated in
gcme of the last and worst of that party's doings.
Had be been at bome in 1554, he would necegaarily
bave been involved in the passage of the Nebrasks
bill and its disastrous consequences. It is oaly the
alibi which can be proved in hi» beball which ren-
ders bim a more available candidate than Pieree
or Douglss.  And those who will support him must
be perfectly aware that he will follow in the foot-
steps of thome he has supplant: d and do the work, if
elected, which they have left uncompleted.  Nay:
the fucte that he was not in the Nebraska fight snd
owes his nowioation mainly to Northern votes, will
constrain him to commit himsell more utterly and
abjectly to the Slave Power than apother would
need to do. And no man ever evinced a greater
plisncy or subserviency to that Power than James
Buchanen.

Ard this is, after all, the cnly question of any
consequence involved in the Presidential contest.
Who cares whether this man or that is cailed to
the White House, save as his clection ahall redonnd
to the establizhment of Freedom or Siavery in Kan-
aas ard the Territories ! In contemplativg this
iseue, all personal consideraius fade into insignifi-
cance. We ask not who is to be the dispenser of
patrepege, the wielder of power, but who will roll
back the tide of Ruffian violence and gigantic Fraud
whieh for two years has rendered the Territorial
elections of Kansas s swindling faree, and crushed
her benesth the iron beel of ruthless invaders, innent
only on ber subjugation to Slavery by any means
and at all hazards, As we look ous on the coatest
for which the hosts are now gatbering, we hear not
the roar of the eannon by which the partisans of
Buchansn are bailing hs triumph at Cincinnati, but
rarher that of the Federal guns by which the chief
edifice of Lawrence was battered down by a
Sheriffs posse, in obedience to the die-
tatés of a ProSlavery Grand Jury, while the
offices of the journala which dared to plead for
Free Labor and Human Rights were ravaged and
their materials thrown into the river, The bon-
fires raired in Penpsylvania to celebrae the nom-
ination of Buchanan ean never hide the lurid blsze
of the buruing dwellings of Gov. Robinson and his
compatriots, guilty of no erime but that of hatiog
Slavery and loving Freedom. The cheers of ten
thousand partisans, rejoicing thst they have no
longer to carry Pierce and Douglas 0a their imme-
diste shoulders, ring out on the evening air; but
the low moans of those whom the * Law and
Order " forecs in Kaness have made widows aod
crphans beesuse their husbauds and fathers desired
and labored to make their chosen home a land of
freemen and not slaves, will continue to be heard
lovg after those cheers shall have died away.
The wrongs of the Free-State leaders now i npris-
oned as traitors or bunted from the Territory as
rebels shall yet be avenged by the American People,
whose verdict in November must be against Slave-
ry, Usurpation and Wrong, aod in favor of Justice,
Humanity and Freedom.

—

The disastrous failure of the unhsppy Pierce to
s¢cure & pomination at Cincinnati teaches s losson,
whieh it in to be hoped moy not be entirely lost on
his successare. This is the second attempt which
has been made to secure a redlection to the Presi-
dency by the most unsparing and unscrupulons use
of official patronage, emploged to buy up or to in-
timidate Nortbern politicians, in eonjunction with
an attewpt to secure the South by the prostitution
of all the powers of the Federal Governmont to the
extension of Blavery. Mr. Tyler was the first to
try this experiment. Pierce has renewed itona
grander scale, but with no better success.

Whatever may be the support to an Administra-
tion derived from official patronage—and, no doubt,
it is very great—when it comes to the question of
& re-Lom‘pation, this kind of influence is shora of
balf its strevgth. It may indeed be completely
neutralized, and even brought to bear against the
incumbent. Those in office, in their anxiety [to
keep their places, must take eare, in supporting
their preient master, not to go so far as to make
themselves personally cbooxious to the new master
who, after all, may step into the place of the old
one; while the still larger and more energetic elass
of those out of office who want to get in, will
paturally louk to a new dypesty and to zeal aud
activity on their part in substituting it for the old,
ue the shortest and most certain methed for them.
Those who have made up their minds to go for a
new candidate, in doing so have taken a step in
which failure to displace the present incumbent
must be fatal to their bopes. On the other hand,
those who stand by the incumbent are, from the
moment h's prospects appear doubtful, under pow-
erful temptations to pass over in good sesson to
what is likely to prove the stronger side.  For this
reason, ab incumbent proposed for re-nomination,
s0 far #s that re-vomination depends upon the poli-
ticians merely, will always be opposed with a great
deal mepe of earnestness and vigor than will ever
be exbibired in his support

Mere official patrensge, aa these two cases of
Tyler ard Pierce abundantly prove, eounts for but
little in a Presidential eontest, eince the hope of
«ffice ou the part of the vuts proves a complete
counterbalance, if pot more, to the tenseity of
office on the part of the ins. No man can hope th
be elected to the DPresideney, except by the sup-
port of sume great and powerful party; but whea
such support is cought to be obtained, as in the
case of Pierce, by uneerupulously sacrificing the
rights and interests of & majority of the people to
the iuterests or wishes of a minority, that same
winority, thus attempied to be purchased up, will
be the first to abandon a candidate whose very zeal
for them bas deprived bim of that genersl trust and
coufidevee without which his election cannot be
secured.

The murders and burnings sud civil war in Kan-
sa¢, in which Pieree has involved hiwse!f to secure
Boutkeg® support, bave made bim so utterly hate-
ful st the North that both be and Douglas haze
bovn thoewn overboard like two Jonahs, in hopes
to  etill the political sterm aud to epable the

rached snd crary vessel of tbe peendo Demooracy to
keep itself sbeve water: for \'0® Presidential tera
lovger. The position o whicd Fraoklin Pierce
thus finde bimeelf left, and the prov Pect for tho fu-
ture before him, are certainly nof °nvisble. Ii
will bardiy be agreeable fir him to g0 back to
New-England, beepattered as he is With the
bld «f Free-State men murdernnd by
bis  orders in Kansas, detested as
be is na o traitor to Liberty and a batrayer of the
rights ¢f the whole North—at once bated sad
teorred by the trinmphant Republicana, and re-
garded also by the defeated and crest- fallen dough-
faces as the suthor of the'r politieal ruin—even
be, insensible and shameless as he ia, would bardly
be able to hold up his head in the presence of his
o!d sssociates. Under these circumetanees, noth-
ing scems to be left for bim but to purchase
plaztation tn South Carolina, and in the bosom of
that Southern friendship which he Eas paid for
at 5o bigh a price, to seek and find such eonsolation
as he may for the immortality of execration to
which his crimes nod his weakness have destined

h'm.

The fashion of all things passeth away—oven of
swearing. Not ouly may ‘' damns have had their
doy,” as Bob Acres said they Liad, but more ser'-
cus oaths change their meaviog with the change of
tmes. A hundred years ago or so in England the
Devil, the Pope and the Pretender formed an un-
holy trigi'y, of which it was hard to say which waa
tie greatest bugbear. If there were any other
name which stirred the bile of the British nation
by its mere mention, it was that of the Jews,
« No Jews, no wooden shoes " was the ery of the
encmies of Israel when they mobbed the Jew bill
out of Parliament in 1753—thereby expressing by
an ¢dd covjurction of epithets the quintessence of
their two pet antipathica.

Ginut Pope bath been loosed near thirty years
from the many ohains that bound him, and he is
allowed to range at freawill in merry England with-
out fear of the gibbet or of the penaltics of a pre-
munire. 'The Pretender is no more. The last pre-
tepse at one vanished in the person of his Majeaty
Herry IX, wusually styled the Cardioal of
York, who died at Rome in 1509 (or thereabout),
a pensioner of the Elector of Hanover, commonly
ealled Kivg George II1. But it in odd that it
should be the Pretender that keeps Daron Lionel

de Rothechild nnd all Jewry out of Parlisment at |
this day, fifty yeara nearly since his tomb was |
builded in Bt. Peter's. But so it is. This dead

and sceptred (or rather never sceptred) movereign |
otill rulcs Evgland from his um. It is the |
vwouden shoes” which still bode ominous conjee- |
ture to **the Jews.” :

Our readers have heard cf repeated attempts for ‘
removir g the Disabilities of the Jews. The City |
of London elected Baron Lionel de Rothschild in
1552 one of ite four members, and he still is one,
though be bas never been able to take his seat io
the House of Commons. And yet there are really
wo Disabilities under which the Jews labor. There
is no law to be repealed that stands in the way of
their perfect equality with the best Christian the
Church or Couventicle can turn out. It is noth-
ing but an oath that bars the House of Commons
in their faces. It is all o matter of swearing, sod
not of legislation. And the only oath that thus
shuts the dour sgsinst them s the Outh of Ab-
juration, whereby the juror renounces and abjares
all the deecendants of James 1L, * on the true faith
v of & Christian.” Of course, no Jew ean make
this declaration, however willing he may be to
shjure and renounce the Pretender and all his
works. The object of this eanction probably was
to guard against those mental reservations by which
it was feared concealed Papists and Jacobites might
seek to reconcile their Parlismentary convenience
with their conscientivus seruples.

This Ouatb, havirg sccomplished its work of
keeping the Pretender out of the throne, is now
duing duty to keep the Jews out of Parliameat.
This sncillary service it has done, sivee it had 8
chance, quite ns effectuslly as the other. Lord
John Ruseell now proposes the very rational ex-
pedient of opening Parlisment to whomadever n
eonstituency wishes to represent it, by the repeal
of the Oath of Abjuration, and the substitution of
a simpls promise of allegiance to the reigning
Sovereign, sccording to the Act for settling the
Crown un the Princess Bopbisand ber descendants,
or a8 it may be otherwise settled by Parliament,
with the usual sanction of *“ So help me God.”
Nothing can be more sensible than this proposition.
The old Osth is 8 mere dead letter—as dead as the
unfurtupate race it was leveled at, and its continu.
nnee, which had loog been a mere formal babit,
has now become & political viee, since it is per-
verted into an instrument of persecution, entirely
aside from its origioal intention. It will be carious
to sce whetter simple justice and common sense
will triumph over the inveteracy of habit and
prejudice at onee. It will be a queer sight to sce
ncb'e lords and right reverend prelates refusing to
repeal an utterly obsolete oath, for the sake of an
incidental irjustice perfectly immaterial to the
purport ard object of the onth iteelf. It woald be
legislative action worthy of issuing from the Cir-
cumlocutivn Office, and & very syccessful carrying
out of the policy of ** how ot to do it."” But it
must be done, and before long, in spite of Taper
or Tadpole or of the Tite Barnacle interest.

Among all the philanthropic movements which
bave been holding their annual fentivals at this sea-
son of holy daye, there is none that has appesled to
us with greater force, considering both the peculiar
field of its operations and the spiritual destitution
of the objscts of its benifisenee, than the Bouthern
Aid Bociety which met last week in Boston. It
object is to evangelize the South by Missionary
efforte. Aud for this purpose a preparation of
the Gospel in to be administered such as may
rot disgust the palatea of those babes in grace.
Their qualmish stomachs are not yet vigorous
enough fur strong meat, and a corpe of nurses has
been orgasized for the purpose of feeding them with
milk, It will thus be seen that this mgvement is
i eafe and judicions bands, and we have no seruple
in iuviting evGperation in so excellent a work.

The names of the reverend gentlemen who took
port in the exercises are a guarsntee of the pru-
dent corservatism which will mark its operations.
The Rev. Dr. Blagden opened the serviges with
prayer, a divine who distinguished bimsclf at the
Fupcui! Hall Meeting to protest sgaiust the repeal
of the Missouri Comprowise, by s Seriptaral argu-
meut in defense of Slavery. The Rev. Dr. Siiles
of New Haven,who, if we are not much mistaken in
tke man, is or lately was & Georgian slavebolder,
spoke fint.

This
we can readily believe. Having found the North e
long & patient purveyor for their carnal seeessitios,
paying their postage bills and furnishing them with
the pecessaries of life, with only an oecasiomal
general bankruptey to square accounts, it is per-
fectly patural that they abould relish the idea of
getting their preaching out of it for pothing besida,
Mr. Woed’s own expetience had not been very
encournging, it must be owned. He had beaa
preaching every Sunday for twen'y-six years, and
had uot received more than F200 a year on an
average. It is bighly honorable to the Christian
economy cf thia brother that, under sueh circum-
staneas, he should have been able to buy a slave,
He sta‘ed the fact rather spelogetionily; but,
surely, without resson. It was the necossary black
eeal of his spostleship, »s essential to his commis-
sion as the signature of the Presbytery, or what
ever body was his authentie indorser. It was oy
indispensable to his reception se a prowcher of pury
and unquestionable religion as Birdotreedom Bawin
perceived it to be for his qualification as » candi.
date for the Presidency. Only, we are afraid that
the Volunteer into Mississippi can only have of
forded what the Volunteer into Mexico proposed
to bave bought for him—te wit, ‘*a low priced
baby.”

This good man bore a touching testimoay to the
efficacy of Slavery and religion, mized i» proper
propertions, on Southern constitutivos. The late
Lord Byron otoe stated that nothing calwe the
spirit *'like snd true religion.” DBut we
think that a «0Mtion of Slavery sad religion must
be even fuller of spiritunl comfort-wat least in
those latitudes, e modestly says, ‘‘bstter mon

Merely to accommodate the alaves, ba it observed’
And it is pius, benevolent mea like thoss that
Emigrant Aid Bocieties would keep from planting
the institution in Kansas ! Ho went on to say that
the Slavery *agitation had so agitated the South-
« orn mind that it was hardly safe to attempt the
« ymeliorstion of the condition of the slaves.”
And in almost the next sentence he adds that * it
iy for the intertst of the slaveholders to have
 gevere laws agaiost the abuse of slaves, as s
o gward against that strong indignation their wrongs
s might excite.” Tbe apparent inconsequence of
these consecutive sentences is, dioubtless, to be
found in the fact that the happiness of the condl-
tion of the slaves is 80 great as to be incapable of
amelioration, With a candor truly Christian, how-
ever, he admitted that * bad laws might exist in
o the South, and #0," he goes on, *“they doin
i India; but we send missionaries there, and why
+ not to the South?” For no reason that we can
conceive, except that the whole need not a physi-
cinn.

Tte Rev. Dr. Joel Parker, of this city, cama
pext. He stuted that this Bociety had beea formed
in consequence of the Homo Missionary Society
having virtually withdrawn from the Boathern
field, lest it sbould seem to eanction Blavery.
« But,” ashe went on to say, **it will pot do to
“keop the Gospel away from the Bouth because
« there are dificultioa there.”” Dr. Parker gavaa
pew view of the clsims of the Society, which add
ed fresh weight to them, He snid that ‘' under
w(od, this Scciety had already done something
“to save the Union!” When the salvation
of the Union can be promoted at the same time
with the salvation of souls, what intelligent pa-
triot can refuse to belp forward a mission thus
doubly blest? Dr. Nehemish Adama, in his
office of mediator between the North and South,
fitty wound up the charm. He rejoiced in the
effect of this work in softening sectional sai-
mosities.
